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OMAHA'S MAYOR 
ALMmiYNGHED 

By Wild Mob Which Striags Up 
Negro drate Aftw Sotlfaig 
Rro To Court Hoom 

(By Aaiociated Press) 

Om»ha, Neb., Sept. 29— Mayor 
Ed Smith, of Omitha, injured yes- 
tereday when a mob attempted 
to lynch him during the race riot- 
ing here, was in a critical condi- 
tion this morning. Reports from 
the hospital stated the Mayor has 
recovered consciousness but his 
physician said it is too early to 
make a definite atatement M to 
his condition. . 

The attempt to lynch ^mith 
came during the night, the mob 
rule resulting in the lynching of 
the negro accused of attacking a 
white girl, burning the county 
court house where he was confin- 
ed, and the death of one mnn, who 
•hot and the injuring of perhaps 
40 others. The city is quicc to- 
«lay under patrol of federal troops 

William Brown, the negro, was 
dragged from the county jail at 
11 o'clock and hanged from an 
^ectric pole, following a struggle 
of nine hours by an immense mob 
to wrest him from the sheriff. 

Sheriff Michael Clark and his 
deputies held the fort on the top 
floor of the cojrt home, where 
the jail is located, witl; j>r:son( r5, 
until the build iig l-.c.'anic a sooth- 
ing mass of flames, and he was 
forced to submit. 

After the lyn:'iing the firomen 
were able for th^ lir<t time to di- 
rect a stream on the lliinies. At 
the same time ad<'.. : »ial e.\tcn- 
sion ladders were sent to tho 
third and fourth floors where a 
number of occupants wei ^ stand- 
ing dn window ledges i one side 
of the buildhig ^at had not been 
touched by the names. 

As soon as th: mob had ;-ccom 
plished its primarj' (ibjctv, il be 
gan to diminish, 'i'he work of 
rescue then bega i. It was ap- 
parent that the on tlit- lifih 
floor of the buildiii^' was bec( m 
ing Intensely hot 'i'ho cri' s < i 
the prisoners, about 100 of whom 
were trapped, spurred the firemen 
to greater efforts. Troops start- 
ed from both Ft. Omaha and Ft 
Crook, at 11 o'clock. Before they 
could reach the city a patrol wa- 
gon was stopped by the mob, ov- 
erturned and burned. The mob 
appeared to be bent on still more 
depredations. 

The lynchings followed an af 
ternoon and evening fraught with 
mob demonstrations seldom re- 
corded. When the first rumblings 
of a p08feib!6 attempt to lynch 
Brown were heard during the 
forenoon Sheriff Clark called in 
all his regular deputies and swore 
in a number of others. 

Later the mob directed its fren- 
zy against Mayor Smith when he 
refused to appear before it upon 
demand. His offices were invad- 
ed and the Mayor was taken to 
the street and a rope placed 
around liis neck. A policeman 
sut tlie rope and rescued the 
Mayor before the mob could ac- 
complish its purpose. 

The Mayor was carried away 
unconscious by a squad of police 
officers and friends and he was 
hurried to the office of a surgeon 
nearby and then to a hospital. 

The attack with which William 
Brown was charged was com- 
mitted on Agnes Lobeck, early in 
the week. With an escort, crip- 
pled beyond resistance, Miss Lo- 
beck met her assilant a few 
blocks from home in the south- 
east part of the city. He held 
the couple up at the point of a le- 
volver. 

After haying robbed th? young 
man, he attacked the } oung wo- 
man in his presence, hclding a re- 
volvre at the head of her escort in 
the meantime. 

Later Brown was arrested by 
police officers and taken to the 
city jail, where both Miss Lobeck 



and her escort identified him ^s I 
the mjun who mado the attack. 
Later it was stated that . Brown 
had made a confession oi his 

cringe. jii 

During the rioting a la»i« num- 
ber of negroes were beaten, s'-me 
of them seriously injured. Chief 
of iPoHce Eberstein himself was 
subjected to physical violence and 
narrowly escaped injuiy, when 
members of the police force 
charged the crowd and led hiiii to 
safety. 

Fire hose extending to the blad- 
ing structure were cat with im- 
punity and riot one was left iti- 
taet. Three streams of water 
were turned on the crowd from 
windows of the court house, bat 
this apparently only s^ . vt-d to an- 
ger the crowd further, and a fusi- 
lade of bricks and other missiles 
followed, during which more than 
50 windows were smashed. 

The Mayor is suffering from 
cuts and fractured bones and lat- 
er in the forenoon a physician 
said he is slightly improved. 

The Mayor's law firm is defend- 
ing two negroes cha^rged with as- 
saulting a^ white -woman I The po- 
lice assert this fact had much to 
do with the remarks of mob 
members, who, when they seized 
him, yelled that he "was no bet- 
ter than a nigger*" 

This is said to have occurred on 
7th street near .the court house 
about 10 o'elodc when, according 
to the story, a rope was placed 
around his neck. Officers, how- 
ever, cut the rope, and placed the 
mayor in an autpniobile and rush- 
ed him to a hospital." ' 

The Mayor today is unable to 
give a coherent account of the 
mob's attack. He said he had 
been on the roof of the court 
house and had just come down to 
ask the mob to obey the law When 
he was seized. 

His first question at the hospi- 
tal today was what was done with 
negro. He was told. 

The fire, which started in the 
court house, left that structure in 
ruins. . It was valued at a' millibn 
and half dollars. The damage to 
the records could not be estimat- 
ed but is is believed many were 
destroyed beyond reclamation. 

The lives of more th4n 100 
prisoners in the county jail, which 
is in the court house, were en- 
dangered by the fire. It was 
finally necessary to send them to 
the roof. 

Sheriff Qark stood off the mob 
despite the fire raging below. 

The prisoners themselves final- 
ly decided to throw the negro 
which the mob sought off of the 
roof but at that, moment the mob 
pushed past the Sheriflf. Throwing 
a rope around the negro's nedc, 
about 50 men dragged him down 
stairs. Meanwhile he had been 
shot twice and apparently killed. 
Notwithstanding this, his body 
was strung up to an electric light 
pole. It was placed on a fire of 
tarred faggots, but not allowed to 
remain long but was attached to 
a rope and dragged through the 
streets until late this morning. 
Then what remained of the torso 
was hung to a trolley pole at a 
prbminent down town street in- 
tersection.
